ik Nelson. It is a.sserteil that tlio lish 
arc sccondfs and wliat are denominated 
hy the trade as do-overf!; and that the in- 
ferior .quality of the .'-almou was the 
only reason for not u.siiig tlio labfl.s of 
the firm and fc'i'-employing the Fraser 
l iver label.s. AitMsnv ».\: Co. know the 
character of the salmon at the time 
tlipy pur'chas'od it; and did not pay for, 
nor expect to recei!.'e a good quality of 
iisli,t,*BXke.queslion may ariso \rhy Sac- 
ramt nto fish ptit up in San Francisco 
hi branded Fra.ser river salmon ? For 
the sole purpose of deception in regard 
CO quality. The Grocer continues: — 
''Fraser river salmon is of high .stand- 
ard, and in Englisli markets particu- 
larly, has a preference over any other 
packing. Laid down in this market 
duty paid, it \vo\dd cost about .$1 70 
per dozen, whilo city packed Sacra- 
inonto river fisli in prime condition, 
«-ould not command more than 81 'JO 
lo $1 25 per dozen. The fact that the 
market is almost bare of standard Col- 
umbia river, in the minds of these 
shrewd oi)erator3, was taken advantaL;o 
ot and made the jiropitious time for 
I his bare faced fraud. It i.s about time 
these jfrcquent a.ssaults on the good 
name of canned goods packers and mer- 
chants should cease, ami tliat otTenders 
such as Armsby iS: Co. have so often 
proved thamfiolvcs to bo, nlioulJ bo 
forced to transact business in an hr<\ 
orable manner or retire from tlii.s niar- 
k-(!t." The Grocer further charges that 
"AioiscVifc Co. have made them.-ielves 
conspicuous on this coast by reason of 
crooked manipulations of Pacific Conat 
products,. and have done much to de- 
preciate tlio value of canned goods, and 
debauch the triide. That the firm is 
forced now to admit its own erooked- 
no.ss, aQbrds no little gratification to 
those who have sufiered from the un- 
fair competition occasioned by ir, nntj 
the tiriit.has gained nothing by attempt- 
ing to bdsb the odium of this tranaction 
on a San Francisco house." In a sub- 
sequent article the Grocer a.sscrta that 
.■VnstsDY iL- Co. Iiave attempted to cover 
up their latest crooked transaction in 
."almon with a false statement. Tho 
firm claimed tlift* Fraser river labels 
were used on tho lot of miserable Sac- 
ramento river fish ])ut up by a San 
Francisco firm,. solely because said can- 
ners were temporarily out of labels, 
and that they would have preferred 
their own labels. The Grocer roasts 
tho firfn as follows: "That this is faliso 
ive learn from the packers themselvos. 
Aejisby i Co. also attempt to cast dis- 
credit-on' tho ■whole Fraser river pro- 
duct, a • meaner course than which 
could not have been adopted. They 
perhaps- forget in attempting to conceal 
the truth of this transaction, that their 
mercantile record of the last two years 
in this market is nowexposod, and that 
tho lensotbf just indignation ia brought 
lo bear upon it. Does tliis great and 
good llrm assume to know so much 
more about the quality of Fraser river 
salmon than nil the merchants on this 
coast '/ Do thoy set themselves up as 
authority against sueh houses as \Vai. 
T. CdLEsiAN &: Co., Welch &, Co.,' Gir,"- 
BEtiT Clements and Mr. Finl.wson, 
of tho Brinish Columbia Packing Co. 
some of whom have had nearly twenty 
years' experience in this particular 
branch of the salmon fisheries on this 
coa§t!jj 'Wo place ourselves on record 
with the statement that Fraser river 
galmon'ranks ■v\'ith the best in quality, 
which statement is supported by the 
experience of the firms above named, 
and by tho fact of tho reputation it 
has gained in English market.s. Per- 
haps Akmsby & Co.'s ignorance of this 
fact led them into this false statement. 
Perhaps when Anjisiiv i- Co. iabellcd 
some 4,000 case.'j of full packed Puget 
Sound fish ''Fresh Columbia River Sal- 
mon," they would have pre/erred a 
Puget Sound label ! Perhaps when 
thoy purchased sonic 15,000 eases of 
fall Sacramento fish, put up Aa this 
city,' for which they paid fl.lOper 
do2?D'> when, fresh Columbia river sal- 
mon was selling at §1.35 per dozen, 
and had a Columbia river label put on 
the cans, they would have prf/erred a 
fsacramento label ! Perhaps when 
they shipped .Baltimore peaches to this 
city and here supplied a California 
label, and then shipped the goods 'to 
Denver and Chicago as California table 
fruit, at a profit of §2 per case, they 
would have preferred the Ealtimore 
label I Perhap.i Ar.m.sby iV Co will in- 
form the public through these columns 
what sum they were obliged to pay 
Messrs. Ibaao Brinker, of Denver,and 
ReiV, MuRDocK & FiscHEit, of Chi- 
cago, in settlement of claims made on 
account of the delivery of Baltimore 
peaches for California fruit.! Perhaps 
they will explain to the confiding and 
credulous mercantile conmiunity to 
whom they have delivered poor Sacra- 
mento river fiah-fpr Columbia river 
.Halmon,"iaii'a?- Bal timSr6-;..pcaches ^a 
praluct of tho Golden State, when and 
how they (Armsbv & Co.) discovered 
that Fraser river finh were inferior to 
prime Sacramento or Cohimbifi rivtr 
.salmon ! A rmsuy. ik Co. claim that a 
rival house in this city is instiniraontal 
in Bringing to light thcso transactions. 
We can but appreciate the generosity 
extended to us in thiw particular. But 
T/ie Grocer and Couatnj Merchant 
merits no .such consideration at their 
hands, nor does it aak ii. Ariisbv 
C<>;i'pointHbou'f little, spear unmistaka- 
bly afc one of our oldest and beat known 
firnfiB, which now represents ten can- 



neries on the Coliuubia and four on tho 
Fra.ser river. If this firm were rc- 
.spon-siblo for all that has been done to 
break h]i the dishonorable and damag- 
ing tran.suctions practiced in the canned 
'good-s liushiess, the record would be 
highly creditable to them. They would 
bo^justifiod in entering a tlunidering 
protest against the j)rostitution of this 
business by an^- firm, either in this or 
any other city. Thoy would simply 
be taking reasonable measures for the 
protection of their own intcrest.s, ihr 
inteiests of.t[icjr con.signors and one oi 
tho most inij)orlant industries on tiie 
Pacific Coast. If the practices intro- 
duced hy£4L^iMgij\; it, Co. ji.re to be con- 
tinuedi cffn^e(l,■'5a^rnon^ will not " lo^^ be 
a desirable' article of ' food, and our 
California fruits will lose the reputa- 
tion ihey have ;;o long onjnyoil. .Men 
who come Into thl.-; niai kot with clean 
hand.s, and who hold thoiiiselvcs above 
uninercantile and dislionorablo transac- 
tions, have no fear of criticism from 
compelilor.s. For ourocK-cs wo .shall 
maintain the right to protect the pro- 
ducts and industries of this coast 
against the af-.saults of that class of deal- 
er;; whom wo r(>g.'ii'(l ;is tho sc.ivoii'.ior.-< 
of the trade." 

TUK JVD(Jks AND TII£ ATTOIl- 
A'-EYrC^ENEBAL. 

(,'oii.sitloratious- of time and .space 
have precluded earlier reference lo an 
article bearing the above heading that 
came out in the Slandcird on Tuesd.ay. 
To tho temper of the article no objec- 
tion can be urged. It is as mild as a 
Juno morning and as iioii-cxciting as a 
cup of weak ten. But it is fallacious 
and stupid as well as in.sipid. The 
writer (whom wetakc to be ourrcverrd 
•frienil the Attorney -General) labors 
to show, and succeeds in .showing, that 
the intent, scope and cfioet of tin Act 
for tho Better (what a mockerv!) Ad- 
uiinistration of JusLice was to save 
money for the [dominion. The writer 
says: 

'•'During tho dobato which took place 
in tho 'Dominion Parliament on tho aub- 
joct of the appropriation of tho salaries 
for tho extr.a judges it was stated that a 
material Mvituj would he effeclcd by the ap- 
pointment of the tivo new jutlgc.-; in the ex- 
ptnacs of the jitdgcs on circuit tind tlif- si\l- 
aries of the County Court judyes. Accord- 
iugly two new judges were appointed." 

Here ia a confession,indeed. It was 
not in the interest of the province at 
all that the time of the House was oc- 
cupied in tho passage of the measure. It 
waste save the Dominion- -which draw.s 
annuallv from the province nearlv 
SI, 000,000 — tho sum of $7,000 
yearly by the abolishment of County 
Court judges and substituting two ad- 
ditional Supremo Court judges. What 
in tho name of all that is great and 
good has tho province to do with pas 
sing measures of economy in the inter- 
est of tho Dominion, which has taken 
so much from ns and given .so little) 
Why should tho legislature bo called 
on to pass an Act to secure the curtail- 
mont of Federal expenditure in the 
province to tho manifest injury of the 
inhabitants thereof 1 We have never 
concealed our objcction.s to the Admin 
istration of .Fustice Art, ami chief 
among those objections was tlm very 
point which tho Standard claims as the 
chief merit of the measure--the sav- 
ing of money to the Dominion. \'.vcv 
since confederation tho Attornov Gen- 
eral and his organ have railed ngaiiiHl 
Canada for having withheld niilliouH 
of dollars which under the terms of 
union should have como to tho pro- 
vince; and now the Attornoy-C'eneral 
and his organ are found ]iluniini; thorn 
selves upon tho fact that they iiidurod 
the House to pass a bill wliioh ^;ivi'h 
the Dominion just seven thousand dol- 
lars each year. If tho bill poase.s.ios no 
other merit than that claimed for it bv 
its friends its repeal is almost certain. 
It is not improbable, howevei', that 
there is another doubtful good which 
tho Standard has omitted to notice. It 
may provide a ladtler ovorjtho i-ungs of 
which the Attorney Clonoral hopes to 
climb to the Bench. But surely he is 
not about to desc. t his followerw while 
the drydock and island railway and the 
laws are in their present jjickle.

Tlie Hftvrailau Roclproelty Treaty. 

Nkw Yohk, Fob. 19, — The move- 
ment wbicb has begun to be developeti 
here in favor of a repeal of the re- 
ciprocity treaty with Ilawaii has dis- 
closed a curious complicalion of inter- 
ests. 'A cei'tfiin class of merchants and 
business men who were warmly in 
favor of the treaty when it was enacted 
some yoar.s ago, aro now earnestly 
ogitating against it on the gro'und that 
it had not realized the ftdvantagea anti- 
cijiated, and from whicli IheHawaiian.s 
get tho oyster oiul leave us only tlio 
shell. Tlii.s class includes nearly all 
the eastern refiners and two of tho 
lending coininercial organization.s. As 
long as free sugar was kept on the 
Pacilie coast, tli«y did not care any- 
tliiug about, the treatj^, ppe way or the 
other, hut now- ''thh't'.the. California I'o- 
linci's are bringing'llsoir .products into 
this ntarkot, mid aro even making ar 
rangeineiils to start refineries for 
Hawaiian products in competition with 
other sugars that havo tcj pay n duty 
of \(n,^lc per ])Ound, the ttiatter ap- 
peals at once to the son.se of solf-in. 
tere.st, and it is deterinined therefore to 
urge congress to put an\ Vnd to liii iir- 
rangeinent whicir places them at so 
manifest a disadvantage, and in this 
agitation they will have the co-oper- 
ation of tiio .sugar-growers of Louisian. 
The rc|ircsentat ivi's of the various in- 
terests '^irc already in Wasliingloii to 
ask for iniuiediate action. They are 
all the more anxious that something 
should bo done at once because of the 
arrival of Mr. C'laasSprtickels, president 
of two large San Francisco sugarrefiner- 
io.s, for tho purpose of starting a similar 
establishnicntinthis city. Mr. 8preckels 
i.s said to own nearly all the sugar 
plantations in Hawaii, and that his 
relations to the rtugar trade on the 
Pacific coast, as well as here, are simply 
those of a colo.nsal monopolv. Thosu al- 
legations aro creating lively excitcnicin. 
in tho sugar irado horc, and ns that trade 
is going to be ono of the wealthiest in tho 
country the controversy will probably as- 
.niiuo at once a conspicuous place not only 
in the cojnmitteo rooms of the capitof, 
bill also in the houses of congress.
